Ex-King Wants Bride to Be “Royal High- 
ness,” but Government Says, 
—_—..”

LONDON, May 13.—The Duke of | 


Windsor is in a controversy with 
the British Government for recog- 
nition of Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, his bride-to-be, as “her 
royal highness, the Duchess of 
Windsor.” 

So heated has the dispute become 
that the Cabinet today reviewed the 
whole question. Having yielded to 
the Duke’s demands that Mrs. 
Simpson become a Duchess, the 
Ministers stood pat against allow- 
ing her to be addressed “her royal 
highness,” it was reported. 

Until now the Duke is understood 
to have had the backing of the 
royal family in general. But a rift 
between him and some of his rela- 
tions is said to be widening now 
over the three words, “her royal 
highness.” 

Mrs. Simpson, with that title, 
would rank with the Duchess of 
Kent and the Duchess of Glouces- 
ter above other peeresses. But with 
the shorter title on which the Gov- 
ernment insists, she would enter a 
long list of other Duchesses led by 
the influential Duchess of Norfolk. 

No London newspaper has printed 
a story about the situation. 


Royal Family Said to Stand With 
Edward in Dispute. 
By the Associated Press. 

MONTS, France, May 13.—The 
Duke of Windsor demanded today 
that the British Government leave 
him free to make his own wedding 
plans with Mrs. Wallis Warfield 
Simpson, so that, as he told his 
mother, the Dowager Queen Mary, 
“we can all be happy once more.” 

The royal family backed ex-King 
Edward's insistence that the Gov- 


ernment not interfere with his 
plans for a public wedding and 
that it recognize his wife officially 
as the Duchess of Windsor. Ed- 
ward discussed the situation with 
Queen Mary by telephone and 
urged her to try and clear up the 
difficulties which have deadlocked 
the Government and the royal fam- 
ily. 

The Government has taken the 
stand that the marriage should be 
strictly private and not attended 
by any member of the royal family 
except as a private person. The 
Government might even demand a 
church service if Edward insists on 
having a public wedding, and this 
would necessitate the finding of an 
Anglican minister who would offi- 
ciate despite the church of En- 
gland’s opposition to marriage of 
divorced persons. 

The Government’s insistence 
against attendance of any member 
of the House of Windsor at Ed- 
ward’s wedding was said to have 
been the cause of his postponing 
the ceremony until June. 

Edward also was understood to 
have talked by telephone last night, 
both with George and their younger 
brother, the Duke of Kent, whom 
Edward wants to be his best man. 

King George, backed by Queen 
Mary, was said to feel that Britain 
owed its former King a public cele- 
bration of his wedding. 

Herman L. Rogers, his American 
friend and spokesman, said Ed- 
ward was very happy the corona- 
tion went off so smoothly yester- 
day. In commenting on the cele- 
bration which Edward held in 
honor of the coronation, Rogers 
declared: “All of us had a swell 
time.”

Reutérs (British) News Agency 
reportéd from Gibraltar that there 
was some belief the British war- 
ship might have been attacked by 
a Spatish insurgent plane. 

The crew of the destroyer Hardy 
in Gibraltar was recalled to duty 
at once and the Hardy was made 
ready to goto sea. Authorities gave 
no reason for the preparation, but 
it was. presumed that it was con- 
nected with the Hunter incident. 

The admiralty office in London 
said an explosion tore a hole in the 
warship near the water line while 
it was cruising five milés off Al- 
meria. 

The Spanish Press Agency at Va 
lencia reported the Spanish Gov- 
ernment had sent the battleship 
Jaime I and the destroyei: Lazaga 
to aid the Hunter and that wound- 
ed sailors were tranferred ‘rom the 
Hunter to the Jaime I. London of- 
ficials did not confirm this. 

The Hunter was on patrol duty 
for the European non-intervention 
committee seeking to prevent influx 
of arms to Spain. The Spanish Gov- 
ernment destroyer Lazaga towed 
the British ship into Almeria. 

The Hunter is a destroyer of 1400 
tons and was launched in February, 
1936. Lieutenant-Commander B. C. 
Scurfield is its commander. 


BRITISH IN GIBRALTAR 
WARN SPANISH REFUGEES 


They Say City Is Becoming Over- 
crowded and Fugitives May 
Have to Leave.

GIBRALTAR, May 13. — British 
authorities warned Spanish civil 
war refugees in Gibraltar today 
they might have to leave this city. 
An official statement said the ref- 
ugees were “causing serious over- 
crowding to the detriment of Erit- 
ish subjects who are unable to 
find accommodations.” 

It added there was danger the 
overcrowding would cause an epi- 
demic, which might even “impair 
the efficient defense of the fort- 
ress.” 

It was understood the authorities 
would arrange to transport refu- 
gees with Spanish Government sym- 
pathies to territory in Government 
hands. Gibraltar is surrounded by 
insurgent-held territory.

The witness, chief boatswain’s 
mate, F. J. Tobin, was 50 feet from 
the point where the Shenandoah 
broke in two when it was hit by a 
line squall over Ohio, in 1925, he 
testified. 

Describing the beginning of the 
end of the Hindenburg, a week ago 
tonight with the loss of 35 lives, 
Tobin said: “There burst out of the 
tail of the ship a burst of smoke 
and flame accompanied by a noise 
that I likened to breaking wires.” 

He was asked whether the noise 
resembled that of the Shenandoah 


when it broke in two. 

“It brought to my mind that in- 
cident,” Tobin replied. 

Sparks in Exhaust Stream. 

Before Tobin was called, Lieut. 
R. S. Andrews of the Naval Air 
Station here testified he saw sparks 
in the exhaust stream of the Hin- 
denburg before she burst _ into 
flames. 

“I’ve seen them come out before 
so I didn’t think anything of it,” 
he added. They “trailed out aft, 
clear of the ship,” he said. “It 
wasn’t a great, big shower—just 
a black exhaust with sparks in it.” 

Andrews, an assistant mooring 
officer, said he first saw a flash 
and almost immediately heard an 
explosion. 

The fire made a “hissing sound,” 
he said. He described the “definite 
detonation” as similar to a gun- 
powder explosion, “a shell bursting, 
or something like that,” he said. 

Rudder “Hard Right.” 

Tobin, giving the investigating 
board his version of the Hinden- 
burg disaster, said it was his job 
that night to watch for anything 
which might go wrong and proceed 
to the spot to help with the moor- 
ing. 

As the Zeppelin approached, he 
testified, the top rudder was “hard 
right,” although it should have been 
synchronized with the lower rudder. 
Two men asked him if he noticed 
it, he said. 

The ship: passed on and made 
“continual left turn,” until it nosed 
into the wind for a mooring. The 
trail ropes were dropped. The 
flames burst out. 

“The Rush for Life.”

He said that from day to day he 
took small sums from cash ac- 
counts, and to balance the shortage 
made false entries of payments by 
check from larger companies. His 
defalcations were disclosed in Feb- 
ruary when auditors found that the 
Post-Dispatch account was paid in 
full, although the books showed a 
balance due. .

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 13—Two 
big plants of the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Co., third largest independent 
producer, were closed by a strike 
today, in an effort by CIO em- 
ployes to force the company to sign 
a contract recognizing the Steel 
Workers’ Organiizng Committee as 
the sole bargaining agency of its 
workers, Twenty-seven thousand 
workers in. the plants in Aliquippa 
and Pittsburgh were idle. 

Police threw tear gaz bombs, one 
man was injured and a woman was 
arrested on charges of assault and 
battery and inciting to riot in an 
outbreak at the Aliquippa works 
when Police Chief W. L. Ambrose 
and Burgess Morgan Sohn said 
pickets. tried to prevent them from 
leaving the plant, where they had

Chief Ambrose said the pickets 
threatened him. “I called two car- 
loads of police reinforcements and 
we threw a little tear gas,” he said. 
He said the woman who was ar- 
rested, Mrs. Mary Sambel, struck 
him twice. 

The man who was injured, Frank 
Lasic, 60 years old, suffered lacera- 
tions of the scalp. 

500 Pickets at Entrance. 

Union representatives said 500 
pickets were at the gate of the 
plant when §steel-helmeted police 
threw tear gas cartridges into their 
midst without provocation. 

Later pickets smashed the win- 
dows of a mail truck today before 
permitting it to enter the plant. 
The strikers held back the truck 
for half an hour. 

Union members said plant man- 
agers and a few office workers in- 
side the mill were running short 
of food and were receiving fresh 
supplies by mail. 

Earlier three men, two of them 
veteran employes, had been beat- 
en when they tried to enter the 
gates. Only maintenance men were 
permitted to enter the plants. Al- 
iquippa police formed a wedge and 
fired three shots into the air to 
make way for one company man. 

Ross Kelly, who pickets said was 
an office worker, tried to enter 
the works last night and ran bleed- 
ing into a nearby hotel, his coat 
and shirt in shreds. 

The strike became effective at 
11 p. m. last night. It is part of a 
union campaign to force independ- 
ent operators to sign collective bar- 
gaining contracts. 

Three other large independents, 
Bethlehem, Republic and Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube, have declined 
to sign such a contract, although 
agreeing to abide by one signed 
last March by United States Steel 
Corporation subsidiaries. 

Bethlehem Contract Demand. 

The union reported its members 
at the Bethlehem plant in Johns- 
town had demanded a collective 
bargaining contract “within 10 
days.”

The King and Queen are sched- 
uled to make public appearances 
daily for the rest of this month. 

Tonight they will attend a sec- 
ond state banquet at Buckingham 
Palace. Tomorrow they will dine 
again in state at the Foreign Of- 
fice in Whitehall. Later they will 
Jead the dancing at a court ball in 
the Palace. 

On Saturday they will hold a 
formal reception for departing 
foreign royalty and special envoys 
who came from all parts of the 
earth for the coronation. 

Four Baicony Appearances. 

London’s riotous gayety continued 
almost unabated today and thou- 
sands again thronged approaches to 
the royal residence following last 
night’s tumultous scenes in which 
the royal pair made four balcony 
appearances—the last just before 
midnight. 

The throng last night remained 
before the Palace, unmoved by rain 
or police, until at last officers an- 
nounced the royal pair would not 
appear again.

The purpose of the association, 
Wright said, was “to keep indus- 
trial relations between employe and 
employer in such condition as to 
prevent labor difficulties.”

Coast Guard headquarters reported 
today Capt. Otto Liebert of the Ger- 
man steamship Wiegand died of a 
self-inflicted bullet wound today as 
his vessel was aground on a coral 
reef 35 miles south of Miami.

HAMILTON ON FUTURE

May Have to Change Name 
but Will Be Nucleus of Anti- 
Administration Group.

Dispute Over Employment of Out- 
side Men Causes Workers 
to Walk Out. 

Construction of new Highway 40, 
in St. Louis County, was stopped 
this afternoon by a strike of union 
truck drivers and laborers because 
of a dispute with the contractor, M.

WENDEL KIDNAPER 
NAMES PARKER JR. 
AS BOSS OF JOB 


Confessed Participant Tes- 
tifies at Conspiracy Trial 
of New Jersey Detective 


and His Son. 


CAPTIVE FED ONLY 
ONCE IN 3 DAYS 


Quotes Defendant: ‘You’ve 
Either Got to Give Him 
Silent Treatment or Beat 


It Out of Him.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., May 13.—A con- 
fessed participant in the abduction 
of Paul H. Wendel described it at 
the Parker kidnaping conspiracy 
trial today and said Ellis H. Parker 
Jr., son of the Burlington County 
chief detective, both ordered and 
witnessed the seizure and visited 
the former Trenton lawyer fre- 
quently during his captivity. 

The witness, Harry Weiss, who 
pleaded guilty with two others when 
put on trial with the Parkers, told 
of the imprisonment of Wendel in 
Brooklyn where Wendel said he was 
tortured into signing a false con- 
fession that he kidnaped the Lind- 
bergh baby. Martin Schlossman and 
Murray Bleefeld also pleaded guilty 
to the Federal indictment. 

Wendel had but one meal in three 
or four days, Weiss said, and during 
the torture Wendel screamed with 
pain. 

Says Bleefeld Made Suggestions. 

While Wendel was writing his 
“confession,” Weiss said, Bleefeld 
made suggestions to him and went 
to the next room repeatedly to con- 
fer with Parker Jr. Weiss said he 
objected to young Parker about the 
torture, telling him, “I couldn’t see 
any reason for treating him this 
way.” 

“Parker said he (Wendel) was a 
pretty smart fellow,” Weiss stated, 
and “you've either got to give him 
the silent treatment or beat it out 
of him.” 

Weiss said Parker Jr. suggested a 
“third-degree” method and  de- 
scribed the alleged manner of 
spreading Wendell’s legs and arms. 
This was done the fourth day of 
the imprisonment, he said. Wendell 
“started writing” the following day, 
he said. 

Parker Jr. and Bleefeld conversed 
outside the torture room, he said, 
and Parker never got in Wendell’s 
range of vision. 

“He told me,” Weiss testified, 
“that Mr. Wendel knew him and 
he didn’t want Wendel to see him.” 

Weiss described later tortures, 
saying Bleefeld held a lighted elec- 
tric light bulb on Wendel’s face 
“and I struck him on the face and 
shoulders and legs with my hand 
and a piece of rope.” 

Weiss described the seizure of 
Wendel in front of his hotel in 
New York and said young Parker 
watched from across the street. 

Weiss first met Parker Jr., he 
said, in New York Feb. 12, 1936, 
being introduced by Bleefeld. 

Parker, he said, showed him a 
badge, a police card, and a letter 
with his name on it. Parker ex- 
plained, he said, that Wendel was 
considered a suspect in the Lind- 
bergh baby kidnaping. 

Tells of Shadowing Wendel. 

A State Motor Vehicle Inspector 
testified yesterday that he shad- 
owed Wendel several times between 
1932 and 1935 because Parker sus- 
pected Wendel of being the kid- 
naper. 

The witness, Gus Lockwood of 
Jersey City, said he was assigned 
to Parker in 1932 by Gov. Hoff- 
man, then Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, and that he worked for 
the detective in his independent 
investigation of the Lindbergh case. 

He first shadowed Wendel § in 
Trenton in 1932 shortly after the 
kidnaping, he said, and checked up 
on him again in Scranton, Pa., in 
1933 and in Newark in 1935. 

Judge Takes Hand. 

United States District Judge Wil- 
liam Clark, taking a hand in the 
questioning of the admittedly con- 
fused witness, drew from Lockwood 
that his 1932 check-up was fruit- 
less. The result of his complete 
investigation was not disclosed. 

Three days before Bruno R. 
Hauptmann was to have been exe- 
cuted for the Lindbergh crime, 
Wendel was turned over to Mercer 
County authorities by Parker and 
charged with the Lindbergh murder. 
Hauptmann’s execution was delayed 
but Wendel was absolved and 
Hauptmann went to the electric 
chair.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The 


per capita cost of operating and 
maintaining the general depart- 
ments of the city government of St. 
Louis increased from $37.47 in 1935 
to $38.09 in 1936, the Federal Bu- 
reau of the Census announced to- 
day. The per capita cost in 1926 
was $36.54. 

Total cost of operation and main- 


tenance of the general departments, 
including the public schools, which 
are independent of the municipal- 
ity, amounted to $31,624,995 last 
year. In addition, operation and 
maintenance of the public service 
enterprises, such as the waterworks, 
markets, docks and wharves, audi- 
torium, airport, scales, garage and 
toll bridge, totaled $2,803,067; inter- 
est on general public debt was §$2,- 
803,067; interest on public service 
enterprise debt was $697,013, and 
there was $5,813,458 for capital out- 
lays, including $1,865,499 for public 
service enterprises. 
End of the Fiscal Year. 

The gross debt at the end of the 
fiscal year ending April 13, 1936, 
was $107.89 per capita, or a total 
of $89,582,971, of which $16,885,673 
was incurre@ for public service en- 
terprises, $7,535,673 being for the 
waterworks, $1,250,000 for markets, 
$5,900,000 for the auditorium, §$1,- 
400,000 for the airport, and $800,000 
for the toll bridge. 

The net funded or fixed debt (to- 
tal less sinking fund assets) was 
$101.72 per capita, or a total of $84,- 
458,902, of which $82,040,613 was for 
the city corporation and $2,418,289 
for the independent school district. 
In 1935 the per capita net debt was 
$97.28, and in 1926, $31.13. The Cen- 
sus Bureau report said that the in- 
crease in the net debt was due to 
the issue of bonds for relief, for 
public buildings and other improve- 
ments. 

Property Valuation. 

The official valuation of taxable 
property in St. Louis, subject to ad- 
valorem taxes for the city corpora- 
tion, was $1,135,581,594, or $1368 per 
capita. The levy for all purposes on 
this valuation for the last fiscal 
year amounted to $30,535,916, of 
which $18,840,714 was levied for the 
city corporation, $9,992,020 for the 
school district and $1,703,182 for the 
State. The per capita tax levy for 
all purposes was $36.78 in 1936; 
$35.26 in 1925, and $37.74 in 1926. 
| Revenue receipts for the inde- 
| pendent school district amounted 
| to $10,755,955 in the 1936 fiscal year. 
Total expenditures amounted to 
$10,566,557. Of this, $9,902,487 was 
for operation and maintenance, 
$140,030 for interest on debt and 
$524,040 for capital outlays. 

The Census Bureau said that the 
per capita figures for 1935 and 1936 
were based on an estimated popula- 
tion of 830,300, as of July 1, 1933, no 
later estimates having been made. 
The 1926 figures were based on an 
estimated population of 801,600. 

Detailed statistics of general de- 
partment expenditures are shown in 
the accompanying table.

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STRIKE OF BAKERS 
Al KANOAS GITY ENDS 


Terms of Agreement Not Dis- 
closed—Recognition of Un- 
ion an Issue in Dispute. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13.— 
The strike of 1500 bakery workers 
which had tied up major bakeries 
here for 11 days was ended last 
might when representatives of the 
bakers’ union and the employers 
signed an agreement. 

Terms of the accord were not dis- 
closed. One of the principal points 
of contention was whether the em- 
ployers should recognize a recent- 
ly formed unior of inside bakery 
employes. 

Frank Rushton, president of the 
Kansas City Wholesale Bakers’ 
Club, an employer organization, is- 
sued the following statement: “The 
proposition of the wholesale bakers 
has been accepted by the bakers’ 
union and its auxiliary (inside 
workers).” 

No other comment on the settle- 
ment was forthcoming. 

The union and the employers sev- 
eral days ago reached an agree- 
ment oh another disputed issue that 
led to the strike, when the employ- 
ers granted a wage increase of $3 
a week to union bakers. The union 
had sought a $5 increase. 


NO PEACE Wilt Af. Ly 


Declares Only Terms’ He 
Would Accept Would Be Rec- 
ognition of C I O Principles. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 13. 
—John L. Lewis demanded recog- 
nition of CIO principles from the 
American Federation of Labor ag 
the price of peace with his Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Addressing a meeting of the sec- 
ond largest of his CIO unions, the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers, Lewis said: 

“If the Federation wants peace, 
let it issue some statement that it 
is willing to concede the principles 
on which the CIO was founded.” 


He referred to the automobile work-- 


ers he organized and shouted: “You 
can take my word for it, they do 
not want peace with the A. F. of 


L. and neither do I.” 


He accused William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, of committing “treason” 
against his own organization; “not 
merely treason,” he said, but “moral 
turpitude,” by seeking to prevent 
a settlement of the CIO automo- 
bile strikes. 

Lewis addressed the 520 dele 
gates representing 240,000 garment 
workers after some leaders of their 
union, including President David 
Dubinsky himself, had expressed 
hopes for peace between the war- 
ring labor After Lewis had 
denounced the Federation and Presi- 
dent Green, the delegates stood 
and applauded. 

“Peace in the labor movement?” 
Lewis asked. “Who created war? 
The CIO did not withdraw from 
the A. F. of L. They dedicated 
themselves to the proposition of 
organizing unorganized workers 
and bringing them into the A. F. 
of L. If that was a crime or trea- 
son, the Federation has made the 
most of it.” 

He declared the Federation “has 
not changed his policy,” though 
some within it now “suggest lack 
of unity in labor is a bad thing.” 

“But I know it is not such a bad 
thing because 1,250,000 new mem- 
bers have affiliated with the CIO,” 
® added.

COURT OUSTS PASTOR 
IN NATIONALITY ROW 


Ruthenian Faction of Greek 
Catholics Gets Order Against 
Ukrainian Head. 


An injunction preventing the 
Rev. Joseph Haniak from continu- 
ing to act as pastor of St. Mary’s 
Assumption Ruthenian Greek 
Catholic Church, 1120 Dolman 
street, and prohibiting three mem- 
bers of the congregation from act- 
ing as officers, was issued yester- 
day by -Circuit Judge Max G. 
Baron who took the case under 
advisement after a tearing two 
years ago. 

The injunction was granted on 
the petition of Ruthenian members 
of the congregation who said they 
had been elected to the church of- 


fices and that Father Haniak was 
in fact a Ukrainian and not prop- 
erly a pastor of a Ruthenian 
church. It was filed after the Ru- 
thenian group successfully resisted 
legal efforts to change the name to 
Ukrainian instead of Ruthenian. 

Father Haniak had asserted that 
only older members of the church, 
whose forebears lived in the Car- 
pathian Mountains, now Ruthenia, 
a part of Czechoslovakia, resisted 
the change in name. Ukrainian, he 
said, would be more descriptive of 
a majority of the congregation, 
since their ancestors came from 
the district across the Carpathian 
Mountains, now one of the Soviet 
republics. 

The decision removed Father 
Haniak as president of the board 
of trustees of the church, incorpo- 
rated in 1910. Other officers re- 
moved were Michael Dmytryszn, 
vice-president; Williay Dilyk, re- 
cording secretary, and Harry Krys- 
sa, financial] secretary. 

They were ordered to turn over 
church property and records’ to 
the Rutheian petitio-ers, George 
Olear, Sylvester Warycak and My- 
ron Bishko as trustees. 

Father Haniak indicated in a 
statement after the injunction was 
issued that he had not given up 
his fight for the pastorate. “The 
Bishop sent me, and the Bishop is 
the only one who can remove me,” 
he said. 


Cincinnati Post Signs With Guild.

NEW BUDGET SYSTEN 
PASSED IN WISCONSIN

Gov. La _ Follette Calls 
‘Self-Balancing’—Appropria- 
tion Limited by Taxes. 


By the Associated Press. 
MADISON, Wis., May 13. — Gov. 


Philip La Follette, in control of the 
Wisconsin Legislature for the first 
time in three terms, has induced it 
to pass what he calls a self-bal- 
ancing budget bill which will tip 
the scale of State expenditures at a 
figure anywhere between $46,000,000 
and $65,000,000. 

The bill, which gained final leg- 
islative approval yesterday, was di- 
vided into two principal parts. Part 
one appropriates normal tax re 
ceipts anticipated for the next two 
fiscal years at $46,000,000. This fig- 
ure is 15 per cent under the cur- 
rent level of State expenditures. 

Part two appropriates an addt- 
tional $19,000,000, which will be 
come available to State depart- 
ments only if the Legislature raises 
sufficient taxes. 

The agency which will heep the 
flow of State money in balance is 
an emergency board composed of 
the Governor and two legislators. 
This board has the power to allot 
whatever new taxes are levied if 
the total is not sufficient to meet 
the second part of the budget. 

The Governor recommended the 
higher appropriations and is now 
at work on a tax bill to supply 
needed revenues.

Mayor Had Said It and Cupolas 
Would Be Restored When 
Money Is Available. 


Funds for rebuilding the 80-foot 
tower over the Twelfth street en- 
trance of City Hall and two adjoin- 
ing cupolas, which were razed last 

* December for safety because of rust 
and corosion, were not included in 
the new annual city budget bill to 
be submitted to the Board of Al- 


dermen Monday. 
Mayor Dickmann had announced,

A decision to ask Gov. Stark, 
State Relief Administrator Crossley 
and Mayor Dickmann to devise a 
plan to raise $80,000 immediately 
for restoration to the relief rolls of 
10,000 persons being dropped be- 
cause of a 19 per cent reduction in 
St. Louis relief funds for May, was 
made yesterday at a meeting of the 
executive board of the Citizens’ 
Committee of 100 end the Work- 
ers’ Alliance at Bishop Tuttle Me- 
morial. 

“We will ask that they work out 
a permanent agreement, to put an 
end to sudden stopping of relief at 
regular intervals, with consequent 
suffering among the needy,” Dean 
Sidney E. Sweet, chairman of the 
committee, said today. “That is 
the only solution to the problem 
we can suggest. There seems to 
be very little public concern over 
the plight of those cut off relief. 
The public seemingly does not real- 
ize the situation is critical.” 

Robert J. Crump, St. Louis Re- 
lief Administrator, told the meeting

A representative of the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. em- 
ployes who have been on strike 
since March 8 said that half of the 
strikers who had been on relief had 
been cut off since May 1. 


Mayor Asks Governor for $145,000 
for St. Louis for June. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13. — 
Mayor Dickmann, in presenting 
the St. Louis relief situation in con- 
ference with Gov. Stark and legis- 
lative leaders yesterday, asked that 
the city be given an emergency re- 
lief appropriation of $145,000 for 
the month of June. 

The Mayor, who was accompanied 
by his secretary, Raymond Tucker, 
and City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, said it was imperative that 
the St. Louis Relief Administration 
be given some indication of the 
amount of State funds which will 
be made available for relief pur- 
poses in the city next month, in 
order that proper arrangements 
may be made in planning the city’s 
|June commitments. He said 4000 
| persons had been dropped from the 
relief rolls there this month, and 
_that others would have to be 
_dropped unless sufficient funds 
were provided. 

The legislative leaders who con- 
trol the State’s relief appropriations 
| said it was impossible at this time 
to say definitely what amount of 
aid would be provided in June, 
pointing out the possibility that the 
State’s biennial relief appropria- 
tion would be passed by June 1, 
making further emergency ap- 
propriations unnecessary. Under 
the circumstances, the direct re- 
quest for $145,000 was taken under 
advisement. 
| So far the biennial relief bil] re- 
mains unwritten in the House Ap- 
_propriations Committee, awaiting 
'action by the Legislature on the 
proposed 2 per cent sales tax bill 
for a determination of the amount 
of State revenue which will be 

available for relief, and also await- 
ing action on the Casey bill, under 
which the administration of State 
relief would be vested in a Social 
Security Commission. 

Representative John D. Taylor, 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, said it was his 
opinion that the sales tax bill 
would be taken up by the Senate 
next week and that the Casey bill, 
passed by the Senate, would be con- 
sidered in the House. If the two 
bills are placed in final form for 
passage next week, he said, it 
would be possible that his com- 
mittee would report the relief bill 
Shortly afterward and get that 
_Matter before the House. 

The Legislature has made three 
emergency’ relief appropriations, 
amounting to $1,850,000, for the first 
| five months of this year. Of that 
amount, St. Louis has received ap- 
proximately $730,000, or an aver- 
age of $146,000 a month. 

It is expected that the biennial 
relief bill will call for an appropria- 
tion of $10.000.000, from which will 
be deducted the emergency allot- 
| ments already made. That will 
leave $8,150,000, or about $429,000 
| a month, for relief purposes during 
'the next two years. St. Louis has 
| requested that it be given 40 per 
cent of the State’s relief monies, 
which means that if the request is 
granted the city will receive ap- 
proximately $171,500 a month, or 
about $25,000 more a month than 
the city has been receiving from 
_ the emergency grants. 
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MILLS SEES NEW DEAL 
AS COLLECTIVIST PLAN 


Former Treasury Head Urges 
Normal Process in Growth 
of Social Order. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 13.—Ogden L. 
Mills, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, told the new School for 
Social Research last night that “the 
whole New Deal movement is an 
effort to transform an individualist 
into a collective society.” 

In the fourth of a series of lec- 


tures, he attacked the spread of na- 
tionalism as the world’s greatest 
| war threat and urge substitution 
‘of normal growth for sudden legis- 
lative changes in the social order. 
“Essence of Collectivism.” 

Mills said the Constitution “would 
be an impossible charter for a col- 
lectivist society—because it forbids 
collectiveism. No mere amendment 
will serve the purpose of the collec- 
tivists, and none has been present- 
ed. They would remake America to 
suit themselves. And to remake 
America, the Constitution must not 
be just amended—it must be de- 
stroyed. 

“Since the Constitution cannot be 
destroyed directly, it is to be re- 
written by a subservient Congress, 
supported by a packed and servile 
Court.” 

“Concentration of power and the 
assumption of arbitrary authority,” 
are the essence of the process of 
collectivism, he said. 

“It follows, and I cannot make 
this too emphatic, that the defense 
of freedom demands the mainte- 
nance, in its full integrity, of our 
system of checks and balances, and 
of our Federal form of govern- 
ment. 

“Two determined groups at pres- 
ent give impetus to the centraliza- 
tion movement. Those public offi- 
cials who believe in the superiority 
of collectivism over individualism; 
and those selfish minorities, with- 
out the Government, that are fully 
alive to the possibilities of direct 
pressure applied to a single center 
of authority.” 

Community and Nation. 

Mills challenged the contention 
that “realities” of nation-wide ef- 
fect of conditions in individual en- 
terprise are realities in fact. He 
said a vast proportion of conditions 
affecting the individual are condi- 
tions in his local community. 

He said the experience of New 
York State in social legislation had 
refuted the argument that exploit- 
ed labor had its effect throughout 
the country, citing figures to show 
business improved as compared 
with long previous periods despite 
competition from neighboring states 
with less advanced labor legislation. 

He also insisted that the Federal 
Government already has constitu- 
tional agencies to deal with unfair 
trade practices—agencies developed 
over long years of experience and 
not merely basing their activities 
on the extraordinary needs of a 
particular period. 

Mills said centralized and auto- 
cratic Government, out of the 
hands of the individual citizens, in- 
evitably led to war. Collectivist 
contro] of production, with result- 
ing jealousies in less self-contained 
nations, was the principal factor in 
this, he argued. 

“International trade, growing for 
the benefit of all, is what makes 
for peace.”

Company Grants More Pay, 
Five-Day Week, Recognizes 
CIO Union. 


The strike of production em- 
ployes of the Baldor Electric Co., 
4353 Duncan avenue, was settled 
yesterday under an agreement 
granting a 11 per cent wage in- 
crease and recognition of the United 
Electrical and Radio Workers. of 
America, affiliated with the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
as sole agency for collective bar- 
gaining. The union, claiming to 
represent 200 of the 228 plant em- 
ployes, called the strike April 28. 

A minimum wage of 35 cents an 
hour was established under the 
agreement, with a five-day week 
of 45 hours, and time and a half 
for overtime. The terms were ap- 


proved by the strikers yesterday 
following presentation by William 
Sentner, C I O organizer, who 
praised the management for its 
spirit of fair dealing. All employes 
are to be taken back without prej- 
udice, and it was expected that full 
production would be resumed nexet 


Edwin Ballman, president of the 
firm. 

The settlement was the second 
here resulting from the efforts of 
the C I O to organize 12,000 work- 
ers in St. Louis electrical manu- 
facturing plants. The 28-day strike 
at the Century Electric Co. ended 
tlast Monday when employes __re- 
turned to work under a tentative 
agreement between the union and 
the company. In general the union 
has been demanding a 10-cent hour- 
ly wage increase, with a 50-cent 
hourly minimum. 

No agreement has been reached 
in the strike of 2000 employes of 
the Emerson Manufacturing Co., 
who have been out since March 8. 


Strike of Auto Mechanics Averted 
by Agreement to Bargain.

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Senator Truman Says 
$714,000 Loan to Pay 
C. & O. Was Obtained 
by ‘Subterfuge, Fraud.’

WASHINGTON, May 13. — Ken- 
neth D. Steere, chairman of the 
board of the Chicago & Eastern IIli- 
nois Railway, said today he had “no 
opinion” as to who was “responsible 
for a fraud on the Government” in 


connection with a loan his line ob- 
tained from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation in 1932. 

Acting Chairman Truman (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the Senate Railroad 
Finance Investigating Committee, 
charged $714,000 was obtained from 
the R FC through “subterfuge and 
fraud” to pay off a debt to an affil- 
iated carrier, the Chesapeake & 
Ohio. 

Both roads were units in the 23,- 
000-mile transportation system 
which the late Van Sweringen 
brothers of Cleveland brought un- 
der their control. 

Steere, who testified he had been 
put into his present position at the 
Van Sweringens’ request, said he 
was “a little uncomfortable” when 
he discovered last year the Govern- 
ment’s, money actually was used to 
pay off a debt to the C. & O. 

He asserted that until then he had 
believed the $700,000 note, which 
was paid off, was owned by the 
Midland Bank of Cleveland — a

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Washington Athletes to Defend 


Four Titles in Missouri Valley 


Championship Meet This Weekend 


Evidence of the reputed strength of the entrants in the thirtieth 
annual Missouri Valley Conference outdoor track and field meet was 
uncovered today when it was shown that 28 of the 107 athletes 
entered not only competed in last year’s meet, but gained places, 


These athletes a year ago 
brought in a total of 31 places. 
Since there are 15 events on the 
program and four places in each 
event, or a total of 60 possible 
places, it can be seen that the re- 
turning stars scored slightly more 
than 50 per cent of the point-earn- 
ing positions. Places won by the 
28 included seven first, 11 seconds, 
six thirds and seven fourths. 

Washington University is return- 
ing to the competition eight stars, 
who scored 12 places; Drake Uni- 
versity is bringing back a half 
dozen, who earned seven awards; 
Grinnell College and Oklahoma A. 
and M. College each have five plac- 
ers, while Washburn College and 
the University of Tulsa each have 
two. 

Drake registered one more place 
than did Washington last year, 17 
to 16, and beat out the Bears, who 
have never won a valley title, by 
the slender margin of 10 points. 

The evidence of indoor and out- 
door meets this year indicates that 
Drake has one of the best teams 
it has ever had. Even Coach Hud- 
son A. Hellmich of Washington 
says the Drake squad “could hold 
its own with any other school in 
the country.” 

Three of the Bear champions will 
defend four titles, Ed Waite in the 
100 and 220 yard dashes, Norman 
Tomlinson in the shotput and Ern- 
est Ohle in the javelin. Frank 
Wright in the mile and Waite in 
the 220-yard low hurdles produced 
second places. Capt. Jim Johnson 
in the broad jump and Evans 
Wright in the two-mile recorded 
thirds. Fourths went to Joe Bu- 
kant in the shotput and discus, Jim 
Johnson in the pole vault and to 
the mile relay team.

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CHURCH FAILING, TOO NARROW | 
AND SNOBBISH,’ BISHOP SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
NEVADA, Mo., May 13. — The 


church is failing because it “re- 


mains narrow and snobbish and so- 
cially parochial,” Bishop Robert 
Nelson Spencer of Kansas City as- 
serted yesterday in an address at 
the forty-eighth annual convention 
of the West Missouri Diocese of the 
Episcopal Church. 

“Who does not know that the 
church is failing today?” Bishop 
Spencer asked. “We must be blind 
if we cannot see that national leg- 
islation is taking away the church’s 
candlestick. That the platform of 
political parties—either that of the 
governing administration or that 
proposed by Gov. Landon—had in 
them far more of the ethics of 
Jesus, far more of the Sermon on 
the Mount than we dare to preach 
in churches. 

“The world is going the way of 
a@ great brotherhood—and we do not 
mean Socialism—and the church 
remains narrow and snobbish and 
socially parochial.”

Despite Efforts Rebels Find 
Secrets Leak Out; Story 
of Secretary’s Suicide. 


By the Associated Press. 

SALAMANCA, Spain, May 13.— 
“Silence—enemy ears are listening 
to you.” 

The words stare out in bold 
type all over that part of Spain 
which the rebels hold. 

Spies! 

The warning is plastered in 
hotels and cafes, in railroad sta- 
tions, in trains and busses, on the 
walls of city streets. Rebel broad- 


casters send it over the air to 
thousands of homes. They flash it 
on the screens of the movie 
houses. 

The country is thick with spies, 
so thick that every Spaniard sus- 
pects everyone else he does not 
know. Yet espionage still succeeds. 
It succeeded even in the military 
headquarters at Merida. 

For weeks the headquarters’ se- 
crets had been leaking out to the 
Loyalists. Defenses were pre- 
pared against rebel attacks before 
the attacks were begun. Rebel 
agents tried in vain to plug. the 
hole, 

One night a young rebel officer 
carrying dispatches from a col- 
umn ommander came into the 
headquarters and waited to be re- 
ceived by the Colonel in charge. 
The Colonel’s secretary, a Second 
Lieutenant, looked through the 
waiting-room door. He went at 
once to the Colonel. 

Secretary Uses Pistol. 

“A dispatch carrier from the 
third sector is waiting outside, 
sir,” he said. “Shall I have an 
orderly bring in his papers?” 

“No,” said the Colonel. “Show 
him in.” 

There was only one door to the 
Colonel’s office—the door to the 
waiting room. The secretary sa- 
luted, started toward that door, 
then turned and walked to his 
desk. 

The Colonel looked up. 

The secretary opened the drawer 
of his desk, pulled out a pistol, 
and shot himself through the 
head. 

In the group of soldiers that 
rushed in after the shot was the 
dispatch carrier. He looked atthe 
dead man’s face, and fell on his 
knees, with an anguished cry: 

“My brother!” 

“But why is he here?” He asked 
later. “He was a Socialist leader 
in Algeciras.” 

The dead secretary’s rooms were 
searched. Documents were found 
which disclosed that he was the 
leak through which the rebel plans 
had passed. He had killed him- 
self rather than face certain rec- 
Ognition by his rebel brother. 

Spying No Easy Task. 

Spain’s population has _ been 
shuffled about by civil war’ that 
spying successfully is no easy task. 
Sooner or latter, someone will come 
along who “knew him when... ” 

Spaniards are normally gregari- 
ous and have wide acquaintances 
—a trait which makes the Span- 
ish spy’s task unusually hard. All 
foreigners are thoroughly investi- 
gated by the police. 

In Zaragoza, a Belgian who 
spoke Spanish perfectly, and wore 
the uniform of an officer in the 
Spanish Foreign Legion, stood be- 
side a wounded Legionnaire_ to 
watch a religious procession on 
Holy Thursday. 

A few minutes later the Belgian 
was in jail and secret police were 
assembling an imposing amount of 
evidence to prove that he was a 
spy. 

The wounded Legionnaire had 
been captured by the Loyalists 
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and had returned to the rebel lines 
after escaping from a prison hos- 
pital. He had recognized the Bel- 
gian as a captain of the Loyalist 
International Brigade, whom he 
had seen inspecting the prison. 

“Spaniards, like elephants, have 
long memories,” said a Nationalist 
intelligence officer. That helps 
us and hurts the spies.” 


PENSION FUND BILL PASSED 


Measure Affects St. Joseph and 
Springfield Firemen. 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13. — 
The Houes of Representatives, by a 
vote of 84 to 0, re-passed a bill au- 
thorizing the cities of St. Joseph 
and Springfield to set aside a maxi 
mum of 50 per cent of fire insur- 
ance occupational taxes for their 
firemen’s pension funds.

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Ghosts of Thousand Years, 
And One More Recent, Attended 


King George VI at Westminster 


New Ruler, Wearing Saxon Edward’s Crown 
and Sitting on His Throne, the Central 
Figure in Drama of His People. 


* By SIR PHILIP GIBBS, 
British Author and Historian.

LONDON, May 13—We who sat 
long hours in Westminster Abbey 
yesterday saw a noble pageant and 
solemn ritual with a series of rich- 
ly colored figures like an illumi- 
nated scroll brought to life. 

What is its meaning in this mod- 
ern world? 

Is it more than a fairy tale of 
olden times. 

Yes, all English history was in 
it and something reaching far back 
in the faith and spirit of the people 
who from this little island went 
out in ships across the seas, built 
new nations, and carried their 
speech and liberties to far lands. 


The Past Called to the Present. 


Yesterday from these couutries 
overseas children of the old mother 
came to do homage to a king who 
is theirs. The past called to the 
present with a message of good 
hope and good will to an unknown 
future. 

In the old abbey when I went to 
my place very early in the morning 
there was a murmurous quietude. 
Through the open doors I could 
hear sounds of the multitude out- 
side moving like millions of ghosts 
in the damp twilight of this May 
day dawn. 

Inside it was very dim at first 
with the lamps glimmering like 
stars between gray columns. Pres- 
ently the high abbey windows 
brightened. Shafts of cold white 
light struck a slant the great nave 
and touched some of the pillars 
and arches. Rose petals glowed 
in the painted windows. 

One could see the magic of the 
scene which was set for _ royal 
drama. | 

The Setting of the Spectacle. 

All along the highway of the 
nave was spread a blue carpet. It 
reached to a high stage where an 
altar stood. Here the carpet was 
of tawny color turned to old gold 
in the flood of golden light from 
the many lamps. 

Facing the altar ‘was a worm- 
eaten wooden chair—the chair of 
the Saxon Edward, King and Saint 
—with its seat above the Stone of 
Scone whose story goes back into 
mists of legend as old as time. 

Nearby were two crimson chairs 
such as those used by the Merrie 
Monarch and his ladies; and two 
faldstools where the King and 
Queen would kneel before the al- 
tar. 

On the altar itself there was the 
gleam of crowns, swords, scepters, 
spurs. Further toward the nave 
there was a high dais with two 
royal thrones, the King’s throne 
raised two steps higher than that 
of the Queen. 

Places had been made for 8000 
people in high tiers of boxes reach- 
ing almost to the height of the 
pointed arches and draped in gold 
and blue worked with tudor roses 
and the royal arms. 

The Gentry of This Realm. 

Those who came to take these 
places were the gentry of this 
realm—political and social leaders, 
law-makers, wealth makers and 
many groups of our American, 
Australian, Canadian and other 
kinsfolk beyond the seas. They 
were led to their places by ele- 
gant young men called goldstaffs 
who were very helpful. 

Thousands of these guests were 
in court dress and all manner of 
uniforms—scarlet and gold; blue 
and gold; white and gold; black 
silk breeches, white stockings and 
shining stars. Women _ glittered 
with diamonds, their gowns had 
the sheen of apple blossom and 
spring flowers. 

To these places as I watched 
them come, went great soldiers and 
sailors who had served in war not 
very far back in history. I had 
seen some of them before in dirty 
trenches. They wore orders of 
valor and service. 

All. the people who pull the 
strings of our puppet play were 
within these gray old walls. 

Down below I saw the hundreds 
of choisters in white surplices and 
crimson cassocks—women in white 
like medieval nuns—who went in 
slow procession to the choir. 

Busy about the altar moved 
Bishops and clergy in rich capes 
stiff with gold thread. 

It was a scene out of one of 
Shakespeare’s plays, vivid, rich and 
beautiful. 

Peers and Peeresses Arrive. 

After a long while peers and peer- 
esses o¥ the realm arrived. Some 
of them had come to Westminster 
by barge in the damp of the dawn; 
others by three-penny train on the 
underground; others by car through 


the massed and bedraggled crowds. 


But they looked as if they had just 
come out of the Middle Ages. 

The peers wore their long robes 
of purple and red velvet with capes 
of ermine and held their coronets 
under their arms as knights used to 
carry their helms. Some of them 
were very old and stumbled in their 
robes. Some of them were very 
young, jaunty and debonair. 

The velvet gowns of the peeresses 
touched the stones of the floorway 
and they carried their little cor- 
onets like vanity bags. Among them 
one saw pretty young faces and 
the grace of English beauty as 
Shakespeare saw it once. 

Some of these people bear old 


names famous in history... Some of 
them still live in old castles and 
houses on lands held by their fore- 
fathers who fought for their Kings 
in English, French or Scottish 
fields. 

But the roll call of the peerage 
now is crowded with new names of 
new men who have gained their ti- 
tles by modern ways of service. 
They looked as noble today as did 
those of the bluest blood. 


Music of Bands, Pipe Organ. 

Through the open doorways came 
very faintly the music of mili- 
tary bands. Inside the abbey the 
organ played gloriously, like heav- 
enly music, and its notes vibrated 
through this forest in stone. There 
was a rushing noise like a silver 
cascade as escorts of cavalry clat- 
tered outside. 

The boxes in the galleries were 
now filled. This old shrine was 
crowded with life from which came 
the murmur of voices though no 
footfall could be heard on the car- 
peted stones. 

But as I waited for the coming 
of the King and Queen I was 
aware of old ghosts about me. Il 
heard in my mind the old voices 
of the past as far back as the 
Saxon craftsmen whose stonework 
still stands in some of these walls. 
Here on that worm-eaten chair 
many Kings and Queens have been 
crowned. Thirteen of them lie 
buried here. Among them are lion 
men and tiger men, very fierce and 
cruel. 

The Norman William strode to 
this place in his chain mail. Rich- 
ard, with his great sword at his 
side, came here for his crown 
though he spake no English. The 
early Edwards had helped to build 
this abbey as we now see it. They 
had held their kingdom by sword 
and battle ax. 

Henry of Agincourt, a friend of 
low fellows in his youth, stared 
down this nave with his falcon 
eyes. All the great figures of our 
story came here for a little while 
like shadows passing; saints and 
heroes and villains; fair women 
with tears in their hearts for the 
world’s cruelties in times of pas- 
sion, murder, plague, war and the 
unending struggle for life by our 
forbears. 

A New King in Dangerous Age. 

By some spirit in them for a 
thousand years they were greatly 
daring in adventure. Today an- 
other one began with the crowning 
of a new King in this dangerous 
age. 

Surely these spirits of the past 
haunted the abbey when he came. 

There was a living ghost here 
in many people’s minds. It was 
impossible not to think of him now 
and then. It was the invisible pres- 
ence of Edward VIII who was pro- 
claimed King not long ago but did 
not come to his crowning. He laid 
down all things for another way 
of life after a tragic struggle in 
his soul. 

The whole world sent their 
Princes and Ambassadors in honor 
of George VI for whom we waited 
now in patient loyalty. Here and 
there I caught a glimpse of Oriental 
Princes in white or silken head- 
dresses. The sword of Islam saltt- 
ed a Christian King. Here were 
chiefs whose people are black un- 
der African skies and whose drums 
are beating in jungles today. 

Here were Sultans of dark- 
skinned folk under the Suzerain 
rule of King George. Here within 
these gray walls were great Princes 
and Rajahs of Indian states with 
marble palaces and teeming cities. 
They are the rulers and represen- 
tatives of 400,000,000 people who 
dwell under the far-off glamour of 
this British crown raised as a sym- 
bol above many races, creeds ar” 
ways of human life. 

The blood royal of Europe walked 
this way in man’ uniforms—crown 
Princes and Princesses of many 
kingdoms which still exist after 
the downfall of many dynasties. 

Gen. Pershing and Baldwin. 

Among these foreign visitors I 
looked out specially for the face of 
a soldier whom * had last seen on 
the battlefields of France 20 years 
ago. It was Gen. Pershing of the 
United States, who has grown whit- 
er ever since I met him like others 
in the last war. 

Mr. Baldwin came in and there 
was a little stir about him. Every 
mind must have thought of that 
week of crisis in which he played 
a painful part, needing wisdom and 
courage in the strange episode of 
recent history which had led to 
the coming of King George VI. Now 
with him came the leaders of the 
dominions, those sister nations, free 
and equal, in the commonwealth. 

Among them was Gen. Herzog of 
South Africa, who once was in 
arms against the British crown to 
which he had come now to pay 
homage and allegiance. 

Through the tumult _ outside, 
growing louder and more excited, 
came two little girls like fairy prin- 
cesses. Princess Elizabeth bore her- 
self gallantly with sparkling eyes. 
Upon that little head one day will 
be placed that heavy crown. There 
will be another Elizabethan’ era: 
Perhaps—who knows?—with anoth- 
er great flow of genius, vitality and 
splendor of spirit.

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GERMAN TO BE DEPORTED 
BUT NOT TO FATHERLAND 


Johannes Wiegel, Who Filed from 
Nazis, to Leave Ship Where 
He Pleases in Europe. 
NEW YORK, May 13.—Johannes 
Wiegel, 23 years old, was taken to 
Baltimore today fot deportation on 
charges of entering the country 
illegally, but will not be returned 
to Germany, from which he fled 
last year after alleged violation of 

the Nazi laws. 

Byron H. Uhl, district director of 
immigration at Ellis Island, said 
Wiegel will work as a seaman on 
the steamship Helena, and will be 
free “to go wherever he wants so 
far as this department is con- 
cerned” when the boat reaches a 
European port. The ship will go to 
the Far East first. 

It was said at the deportation 
hearing that Wiegel, a native of 
Kiel, left Germany when he heard 
the Nazis were hunting him on a 
charge of helping a friend escape. 
He made his way to the United 
States.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The 
House Appropriations Committee 
overrode economy demands today 
and recommended a_ $1,500,000,000 
appropriation for work-relief in the 
fiscal] year beginning July 1. 

The committee reversed a_ sub- 
committee which voted, 5 to 4, two 
days ago, to hold the appropria- 
tion to $1,000,000,000—one-third less 
than President Roosevelt asked for. 

Administration leaders express 
confidence the House will approve 
the full $1,500,000,000 when the 
measure comes up next week. 

Later the Senate passed. the 
$870,000,000 agriculture appropria- 
tion bill after slashing $60,000,000 
from the amount set aside for soil 
conservation payments to farmers. 

The committee amendment re- 
ducing the soil conservation bene- 
fit payments failed to arouse a de- 
bate and was approved without ob- 
jection. 

Harry L. Hopkins, Works Prog- 
ress Administrator, had _ testified 
before a House subcommittee that 
the $1,500,000,.000 appropriation 
would provide jobs for an average 
of 1,730,000 workers throughout the 
next fiscal year. That would neces- 
sitate, he added, dropping 525,000 
persons now working for W P A. 

He made it plain the entire pro- 
gram was contingent on private 
industry’s being able to absorb the 
displaced W P A workers as well 
as “millions unemployed who are 
not under the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration.” 

“I would not, under this bill,” he 
said, “arbitrarily drop people who 
are in need of relief and have no 
employment. The best that you 
can anticipate at the present time 
is that economic conditions will 
permit this. No one can be sure 
of that.” 

The committee voted 23 to 14 in 
favor of the $1,500,000,000 appropri- 
ation.

Officials Decide to Revise 
Policy After Listening to 
Report of Envoy on 
Chiang’s Growing Power

TOKIO, May 13.—A revision of 
Japan’s policy toward China has 
been decided upon as the result of 
a series of conversations held here 
within the last few days among of- 
ficials of the Foreign Office, War 
Office and Navy Ministry. 

The officials made this decision 
after considering a report by Am- 
bassador Shigeru Kawakoe, who 
is now here on a leave of absence 
to acquaint his Government with 
changed conditions in China. 

Japan will make an entirely 
fresh start in reopening negotia- 
tions with the Nanking Govern- 
ment for the settlement of Chinese- 
Japanese problems, but will Ccon- 
tinue to insist on China’s acqui- 
escence in Japan’s “special posi- 
tion” in North China. 

It is understood that Amabssador 
Kawagoe tendered his resignation 
to Foreign Minister Naotake Sato 
upon his return here last week, on 
the ground that he was responsi- 
ble for the breakdown in Chinese- 
Japanese negotiations, which havs 
been deadlocked since last au- 
tumn, but Sato persuaded him to 
return to his post. It had been

It was rumored recently that Gov. Stark would ap- 
prove the so-called permanent registration bills for St. 


Louis and Kansas City if they passed both the House 


and Senate. His attitude, it was said, was that any 
registration measure satisfactory to the Legislature 
would be satisfactory to him. It is infinitely to the 
Governor’s credit that this report now is disproved 
by his statement of policy. “I would not approve 
any permanent registration bill if, on the whole, it 
would weaken the present election laws,” he says. 

Gov. Stark adds that he will not sign the bills 
merely because they provide permanent registration. 
This is a thoroughly sound attitude. It indicates, 
moreover, the Governor’s understanding of the veto 
power as a curb on the Legislature when it is stam- 
peded into passing unsound legislation. 

We are convinced that when the Governor studies 
the bills in order to determine his course of action, 
he will reach the conclusion*that they not only de- 
prive the people of the expected new safeguards 
against election frauds, but actually destroy many 
of the present safeguards. 

What the situation most demands, however, is af- 
firmative action by the Governor. A veto would 
merely leave the present undesirable situation un- 
changed, while what the people want is a sound reg- 
istration law, to prevent election frauds. When Gov. 
Stark’s study has shown him what a sorry sham the

County about the starvation wages paid 
farm labor, before it blares out through 
its editorial and news columns with ar- 
ticles that would leave the impression to 
its readers that Pemiscot County land- 
owners and farmers are trying to oppress 
their farmhands and make them work for 
starvation wages. 

Speaking of an _ investigation that 
should be made in this county, it might 
do more good to make an investigation of 
the men who are agitating this trouble, 
going from farm to farm in an effort to 
stir up dissension. 

In general throughout Pemiscot County, 
farm labor is fairly well satisfied with the 
present wage and the dispute that arose at 
the courthouse here last Saturday, which 
has been portrayed through the columns 
of the Post-Dispatch as a shameful and 
disgraceful affair to the city of Caruth- 
ersville, was nothing more than a couple 
of labor agitators of the John Lewis type 
who were speaking to a smail group of 
men who for the most part consisted 
of W P A workers and reliefers that 
think the country owes them a living 
and will not work if they are given a job. 

Labor prices in Pemiscot County are 
almost automatically regulated by the old 
law of supply and demand, and an un- 
official report at the present time brings 
out the fact that there is a shortage of 

_ farm labor in the county and also that 
there are quite a number of vacant ten- 
ant houses, which would certainly prove 
to any sane person, other than those self- 
styled union organizers, that labor prices 
are fairly well in accord with the trend 
of the times, with present outlook for 
farm commodities. |

Miss Emma Bobb, the foremost authority on State 
election laws, whose opinions are respected by mem- 
bers of all parties, has made a detailed analysis of 
the St. Louis bill, and summarizes her findings as 
follows: 4 
The substitute is divested of all safeguards, 

uses provisions of the present law under which 

election frauds were perpetrated and goes a step 
farther by denuding that law of some of its most 
stringent features. 

Hence, she urges defeat of the measure, because 
“there isn’t the slightest gleam of hope for hones, 
elections under this bill.” 

Omission of the signature requirement, an essen- 
tial safeguard against fraudulent voting, is only one 
of the defects of the bill. It retains many present 
practices, such as the provision for destroying ballots 
12 months after an election, that have proved useful 
to the election thieves. Worst of all, it undoes nu- 
merous safeguards existing under the present law. 
For example, it is now possible to assign persons 
from outside a ward to serve as election judges and 
clerks in instances where it is considered impossible 
to obtain qualified officials living in the ward. The 
substitute bill requires the officials to be residents 
of the ward. 

Voters must now live in a precinct in order to vote 
there. The pending measure would permit persons 
employed in a precinct to vote there, which would 
be an open invitation to repeaters. It also provides 
that Circuit Judges may order voters restored or 
placed on the rolls in the 15-day period before an 
election. One unscrupulous Judge could thus do the 
bidding of the machine and place hundreds of ineli- 
gibles on the voting lists.

The Mayor is wrong in 
his contention that the board has a hig reserve, and 
there is little reason to hope that the board may re- 
celve, as he believes, additional help from the State,

structive policies in the economic relations 
among the nations was responsible for the 
onslaught of the great depression. I am con- 
vinced that it was the most important single 
cause of the holocaust. However that may 
be, once the depression had assumed the 
scope and the character which it did as- 
sume, the conclusion became inescapable 
that there was no hope of full and lasting 
recovery unless peace succeeded war in in- 
ternational economic relations. 

It was acting upon this conclusion that 
our nation assumed the responsibility for 
providing its fair share of leadership in 
a world movement for economic peace—as 
an essential foundation of international po- 
litical stability, as well as of economic well- 
being within nations. We placed on our 
statute books the Trade Agreements Act of 
1934 and inaugurated a comprehensive pro- 
gram of negotiation for rebuilding our for- 
eign commerce and international trade in 
general through a liberalization of commer- 
cial policy everywhere. 

We made a standing offer to each and ev- 
ery nation to go as far as may be practicable 
and mutually profitable in reducing in its 
favor our barriers to trade and to extend to 
it full equality of treatment in commercial 
matters—provided it was willing to deal with 
us in the same spirit and to act toward us 
in the same manner.

For nearly three years, we have pursued 
this policy with vigor and sincerity. The 
response of others to our initiative has been 
most gratifying. We have concluded 16 trade 
agreements. The mutual benefits conferred 
by these agreements—through reciprocal re- 
laxation of trade barriers, through removal 
of discriminations and through expansion 
of trade—are a matter of public record. 

Equally of public record are many other 
manifestations of improvement. Responsible 
statesmen and leaders of business and of 
opinion in many countries are more and 
more giving utterance to the idea that re- 
moval of excessive trade barriers and estab- 
lishment of fair dealing and equality of 
treatment in commercial relations are indis- 
pensable to the welfare of all nations. 

The representatives of the 21 American 
republics, meeting at Buenos Aires last De- 
cember, were unanimous and emphatic in 
recommending to their governments the im- 
perative need of reducing barriers to trade 
and of abolishing unfair and discriminatory 
practices in commercial relations. Instances 
of efforts to translate these realizations into 
concrete action multiply in many quarters. 

There is again a brightening of outlook 
and a new hope. Unfortunately, there are 
also today in the world other and discordant 
tendencies. The years of the depression 
created obstructions to trade and brought 
about impairment of friendliness and fair 
dealing in commercial relations of such scope 
and destructiveness as would not have ap- 
peared possible even a short time ago. 

As a result, the volume of international 
commerce has been drastically eurtailed, and 
a large portion of what remained has heen 
arbitrarily diverted away from channels of 
economic advantage, The task of correcting 


damages ef the economic war is, indeed, one 
of enormous magnitude. 

Moreover, the situation today is compli- 
cated by many new factors—some of them 
constituting direct repercussions of the long 
period of intense economic hostility. During 
the past few years, there has been, in many 
parts of the world, an alarming deteriora- 
tion of all essential international relation- 
ships. Solemn obligations among nations 
have been set aside with a light heart. In- 
ternational law has been flouted. 

Animosities and resentments in the sphere 
of commercial financial relations, and eco- 
nomic aggression and retaliation which they 
have provoked, must bear an important 
share of responsibility for the depth of ecé- 
nomic distress into which some nations have 
been plunged. Out of such distress springs 
temptation to seek a great measure of self- 
sufficiency by force of arms. 

* « * 

We have witnessed the spectacle of some 
nations, already in the throes of economic 
poverty, straining their meager resources for 
the creation of unprecedented armaments. 
We have seen other nations drawn into the 
suicidal race. The construction of arma- 
ments on so vast a scale gives the impres- 
sion of intensive economic activity. But that 
activity is like the unhealthy flush of fever. 
It destroys rather than builds. It sows the 
seeds of disaster, either in the form of a 
military explosion or an economic collapse. 

There is only one way to avert this im- 
pending doom. It is for the nations which 
today bend their major efforts toward prep- 
aration for war to join with those other na- 
tions which are intent upon a policy of 
peace, in a determined and concerted effort 
to rebuild international political and eco- 
nomic relationships upon a basis of friendli- 
ness and co-operation. 

No outcome of an armed conflict can pos- 
sibly bring the nations concerned greater 
benefits than they can derive from a peace- 
ful and fruitful exchange of goods and serv- 
ices, developing in a liberal spirit upon a 
basis of fair dealing and mutual regard for 
each other’s needs and rights. 

It was this type of economic peace that 
Woodrow Wilson urged upon the world. The 
acceptance by the nations of the basic ideas 
which underlie it is even more desperately 
needed today when the dark clouds of a pos- 
sible new war or of another economic catas- 
trophe gather ominously on the horizon. 

I have never faltered, and I never will fal- 
ter, in my belief that enduring peace and 
the welfare of the nations are indissolubly 
connected with friendliness, fairness, equal- 
ity and the maximum practicable degree of 
freedom in international economic relations, 
I have never doubted the ability of states- 
manship to create conditions in which rela- 
tions of this type will become firmly estab- 
lished. I earnestly hope that no develop- 
ment will ever arise which will impel me to 
relinquish this belief. 

I shall continue to seek, as I have sought 
in the past, in whatever manner and in 
whatever measure time and circumstances 
may vouchsafe me, to translate these pro- 
found convictions into the realities of public 
service,

STOWE TEACHERS’ COLLEGE 
SITE ABOUT HALF ACQUIRED 


New Building for Negroes to Ad- 
join Tandy Park; Cottage to 
Go to Pastor. 


Almost half of the site for the 
new Stowe Teachers’ College for 
Negroes, adjoining Tandy Park on 


the west, has been acquired by the 
Board of Education. 

Secretary-Treasurer Philip J. 
Hickey has completed deals for 11 
lots fronting on Kennerly and Cot- 
tage avenues, west of Pendleton 
avenue, at an aggregate cost of 
$24,442, with a total frontage of 
255 feet. The site will extend about 
300 feet on each street, or a total 
of about 600 front feet, and will run 
283 feet on Pendleton. 

Brick and frame cottages occupy 
the lots acquired. The board has 
granted authority to raze them, ex- 
cept one, whicn will be given to 
Asbury Memorial Methodist Church, 
Taylor and St. Ferdinand avenues, 
for a parsonage, at the request of 
the Rev. Frederick B. Clay. 

Average price paid for the six 
lots on Kennerly and five on Cot- 
tage thus far acquired was $95.85 
a front foot, including improve- 
ments. The board owns 145 front 
feet on Kennerly and 110 on Cot- 
tage. If the remainder cannot be 
obtained at reasonable prices, a 
condemnation suit will be filed. 
The board has appropriated $500,- 
000 for the site and building.

AMERICAN RED CROSS GIVES 
$10,000 MORE FOR SPAIN 


Funds to Be Used Impartially; Re- 
lief Hampered by Lack 
of Money. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13. — The 
American Red Cross Central Com- 
mittee announced today an addi- 
tional $10,000 appropriation for re- 
lief in the Spanish civil war. 

Ernest J. Swift, national vice- 
chairman, heading foreign opera- 
tions, said the funds would be used 
by the International Red Cross im-~- 
partially to relieve suffering on 
both sides. 

Earlier he reported that Spanish 
relief at present was greatly handi- 
capped for lack of funds. 

“Supply shipments have practical- 
ly stopped,” he said, “while one of 
the most tragic situations in history 
grows steadily worse.” 

Swift said in a speech before the 
organization’s annual convention 
that supply purchases for Spanish 
relief have been cut to about $800 
monthly. 

Many young children have had 
no milk for days, he said, adults 
go hungry, medical supplies are 
scarce or exhausted and the num- 
ber of wounded increases steadily.

Protests Against Cutting Down 
Japanese Cherry Trees to 
Make Room for It.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Wheth- 
er the proposed Thomas Jefferson 
Memorial shall choose another site 
or the Japanese cherry trees at the 
tidal basin should be cut down to 


make room for it is a question 
still agitating the capital. 

Congress has spent $15,000 to have 
a commission named to choose a 
site, a design and an architect. All 
this has been done but $500,000 
more to start the work failed to 
get into the second deficiency bill. 
Then Representative Allen T. 
Treadway of Massachusetts intro- 
duced an amendment prohibiting 
the commission from building at the 
tidal basin. His amendment has 
been reported favorably. 

Congressman John J. Boylan of 
New York started it all in June, 
1934, when he got through his reso- 
lution authorizing a Memorial 
Commission of which he is chaire 
man. The commission chose John 
Russell Pope of New York as archie- 
tect. Pope’s design for the me- 
morial calls for a temple jutting out 
into the tidal basin’s waves. That 
would necessitate pile driving, some 
changing of traffic lanes, some dig- 
ging of more basin. Engineers have 
testified the whole plan might cost 
close to $9,000,000. 

Boylan favors cutting down the 
cherry trees. 

“Why, they only live about 25 
years,” he says. “This memorial 
would go down through the ages, 
Look. When Japan sent us those 
trees there were 4000. Now there’s 
only 564.” 

Meantime protests against cutting 
down the trees have poured in on 
Congress by mail, wire and from 
delegations.

Present at the Coronation

the springtime of Chaucer's 
gland. 

Other princesses and noble la- 
dies were in this company, making 
a pretty picture for any painter’s 
eye. 

Queen Mary and Queen Maud. 

Then Queen Mary came with the 
Queen or Norway and all the Abbey 
guests were moved with an affec- 
tion which she must have felt. I 
remembered her when she herself 
was crowned and when her “eyes 
seemed to burn with the light of 
her own jewels. Now an old lady, 
rather tired perhaps, but glad that 
things uad gone well after all, she 
waited for her son. He was soon 
coming now, it seemed. 

The Archbishops, Bishops and 
clergy went down now in solemn 
procession to the west door to 
await their Majesties. Organ music 
and trumpets filled the Abbey with 
a tremendous sound of gladness. 

The fresh young voices of chor- 
isters burst into song. Beyond the 
open door was the tumult of a 
great cavalcade, an excited multi- 
tude, storms of cheers and waves 
of music. We could only guess at 
that picture and that noise. : 

Trumpets—the King and Queen. 

Where we sat there was a crash 
of silver trumpets shattering 
through the nave up to the high 
arches. It was a fanfare of 
triumph as though blown by 
Arthur’s Knights in an elfin world. 
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George and Elizabeth had come 
at last. They were led forward by 
high officers of state: Dukes, 
Marquesses, Earls. 

As master of all this ceremony 
was young Norfolk, hereditary Earl 
Marshaf, son of that black-bearded 
Duke whom I had seen here when 
George V was crowned. 


The King wore his cap of state 
and royal mantle of imperial pur- 
ple with a long train supported by 
his young noble pages. He bore 
himself with fine dignity and sim- 
plicity. He had come willingly to 
this dedication for service and 
duty. 

The Queen was good to see, with 
softness and glamour in her eyes. 

The spirits of many fair Queens 
must have walked with her. To 
this ordeal never in her girlhood 
dreams had she been brought by 
destiny, and I remember that in her 
veins there is the blood of Scottish 
Kings as far back as Robert the 
Bruce. Her train was very long 
and rich and was carried by six 
young beauties who looked like 
maids of honor to one of Henry's 
Queens in Tudor England. 

A Full, Living Picture. 

They have now had its full living 
picture, wonderful, rich in glowing 
color, full of movement and drama. 
The nave is lined with the King’s 
gentlemen of arms with their tall 
halberds, and by yeomen of the 
guard in scarlet and gold Tudor 
caps as when fat Henry led Anne 
Boleyn to this altar. 


Slowly, like the unrolling of a 
painted scroll, this living picture 
pageant went up to the high stage 
to solemn and lovely music. 

Many people in the galleries and 
boxes could not see as far as the 
altar. They knew only that the 
King’s servants—those great Lords 
—were busy about him. But all 
could hear the music and present- 
ly the clear words of the Arch- 
bishop in his fine, deep, sonorous 
voice. 

They were very old words. They 
enshrine the faith by which our 
early Kings were accepted by their 
peoples, dedicated to Christian serv- 
ice and English liberties. 

It was an ancient liberty of the 
English people to choose their own 
King though he might not be the 
eldest son of his father, but a 


younger brother by an elder broth- 


er, or any other man. 

So now the Archbishop went to 
the four sides of the dais and asked 
a question in a loud, clear voice: 

“Sirs, I here present unto you 
King George, your undoubted King. 
Therefore all of you who are come 
this way to do your homage: Are 
you willing to do the same?” 

“Long Live King George.” 

They were willing. No man said 
nay. They accepted the younger 
brother of the elder brother and 
there were loud, loyal shouts: “Long 
live King George.” 

From Westminster school boys 
(who have a fine time at corona- 
tions with a private buffet of their 
own) came loud shrill cries of “Viva 
Rex.” 

Then the King took the oath 
with his hand on the Bible, prom- 
ising to govern all his people ac- 
cording to their laws and customs 
and maintain the Church of En- 
gland. 

From my place with the aid of 
glasses I could see the King, very 
pale and nervous during the cere- 
mony. He apparently was greatly 
moved by the solemn service of the 
occasion.

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The King has a slight hesitation 
in speech which causes him to 
pause sometimes between words. 
He did that yesterday when he had 
to answer the Archbishop. 

“All this I promise to do,” said 
the King in a clear voice heard by 
us all, as he took the oath. After 
many prayers were sung and said, 
the King was disrobed by the Lord 
Great Chamberlain and stood in a 
simple tunic, low at the neck, a 
simple young man without trap- 
pings. (I thought of a day when 
I had seen him bathing in camp 
with boys who splashed water on 
him.) 

Enthroned in Stuart’s Chair. 

Now for the first time he sat in 
tne Stuarts’ chair. Four Knights of 
the Garter in deep blue mantles 
held over him a canopy of cloth 
of gold. 

Mystical rites were done to him 
because in olden times the King 
was made a kind of priest. The 
Archbishop annointed him with oil 
on his hands, breast and head. 
They touched his heel with golden 
spurs, according to the order of 
knighthood. 


Viscount Trenchard, chief of the 
British air force in the World War, 
handed the King the sword of state 
“to do justice and stop the growth 
of iniquity and reform what is 
amiss and confirm what is in good 
order.” 

The King was in the hands of 
these crimson-robed Lords, who 
pressed round him with their serv- 
ice, They dressed him in a robe of 
gold silk like a coat of mail, gave 
him the ring and scepter carried by 
all the Kings in the history books 
and stained glass windows. Alfred 
the great held such symbols and 
in the hands of young George they 
sparkled in that pool of golden 
light which flooded the stage. 


St. Edward’s Crown. 


Now came the moment of the 
crowning. 

The Archbishop raised St. Ed- 
ward's crown from the altar and 
pressed it firmly but gently down 
on the King’s brow. George VI 
was crowned King of many peoples 
and many races. 


The silver trumpets sounded 
again with a terrific, glorious din. 
All the peers put on their coronets. 
There were loud cries of “God save 
the King!” 

Away on the lower hills guns 
were fired with dull heavy shocks 
of sound. 


“Be strong and play the man,” 
sang the choir until the Archbishop 
had blessed the King in a voice of 
tenderness praying he might have 
fruitful lands and a quiet Empire. 

Heavily robed and bearing the 
weight of the crown King George 
was supported by his lords and 
peers and placed on the throne of 
his fathers. 


Under the Weight of History. 


The pages of history were turned 
back for a moment. 

That young man, who drives a 
motor car, sat still with his orb and 
scepter like the Saxon Edward or 
one of the plantagenets. 

He could hardly move under the 
weight of all that he held and all 
that he wore. 


The jewels on his crown flashed 
with little sparks of red, blue and 
green fire. 

One by one the Dukes, Princes, 
peers, each one representing his 
own order of nobility, knelt down 
before the King’s Majesty and 
swore an oath of fealty to him and 
kissed his hand and cheek. 

It was an old act of feudal 
homage made by men who in 
former days held their land in re- 
eturn for service to their liege 
Lord with knights and archers. 

The Duke of Gloucester was the 
first to pay homage. As he knelt 
before his brother and spoke the 
old words, I thought instantly of 
the last coronation when the young 
Prince of Wales, looking as though 
he had stepped out of a fairy tale, 
knelt before his father. 

It was hazardous when each Peer 
walked backwards down five steps 
after bowing low. One or two stum- 
bled. 


Coronation of the Queen. 


The Queen’s coronation was 
short and beautiful. She, too, was 
annointed while her ladies—four 


young Duchesses—held over her a 
golden canopy. The Dukes of Rut- 
land and Portland carried her orb 
and scepter. 


When she was crowned its jewels 
made a wreath of playful light 
about her head. With low rever- 
ance she bowed to the King when 
she passed him and she moved, as 
all declared, with a grace and love- 
liness for which I can vouch, havy- 
ing seen her pass, 


Their majesties received com- 
munion out of sight of most of the 
spectators while music was played 
and sung—a music which by re- 
cording instruments stole on the 
ears of a listening world. 

Presently their majesties retired 
to St. Edward’s Chapel where the 
King delivered up the regalia, put 
on his royal robe and wore a dif- 
ferent crown. 


It was the imperial crown which 
has among its precious jewels the 
“Fair Ruby” given to the Black 
Prince and worn by King Harry 
in his helm at Agincourt, upon St. 
Crispin’s Day. With the Queen and 
all the great nobles, officers, kings 
or arms, heralds, pages, Princes 
and Princesses, the King passed 
down the whole length of the abbey 
while the music of “God Save the 
King” stirred all hearts watching 
this great picture. It was indeed 
very splendid, 


Drama of 1000 Years. 
So it all ended—that scene and 
drama which brings back a thou- 


sand years and has a present living 
meaning for those who believe in 
the solemn dedication of service, 
duty and tradition. 

Presently the pageant 
through the west wood. 

Outside in the streets there was 
a tumult of people. 

King George and his Queen in 
their golden coach drove on their 
way to the future—assured by 
those storms of cheers that they 
have the love and loyalty of their 
own folk and the good will of all 
the world.

BANK CLEARINGS FOR WEEK 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 13.—Bank clearings 

in the United States during the latest peri- 
od fell below the heavy amount of the 
week preceding, which included first-of- 
the month setlements, but a rise was shown 
over the 1936 level. 
The total for 22 leading cities, as re- 
rted to Dun & Bradstreet, for the week 
ended May 12, was $5,396,292,000, against 
$5,219,359,000 in the same week last 
year, a gain of 3.4 per cent. 

This contrasted with a percentage loss 
of 0.9 in a similar comparison a week 
earlier. Unsetled conditions prevailed in 
commodities, and trading in securities mar- 
kets did not show improvement over the 
previous period or a year ago. 

At New York City, clearjngs of $3,- 
396,520,000 compared with $3,331,140.- 
000 last year, a loss of only 1.9 per cent. 
In the week previous the decrease of New 
York City was 8.2 per cent. Outside cities 
aggregated $2,065,152,000, which was a 
percentage increase of 13.3, in comparison 
with the $1,822,839,000 recorded in 1936. 

Gains appeared at all individual cities, 
with the exception of Omaha, where a 
loss of 4.0 per cent was shown. At Buf- 
falo, Cleveland, New Orleans, Dalas, Port- 
land, Ore., an Seattle there were increases 
of 20 per cent of better. St. Louis in- 
creased 7.3. 

Clearings showed a loss of $1,217,- 
613,000 from the total of the week pre- 
ceding. Between the two similar weeks of 
1936, there was a decline of $1,451,-

of recognizing the growing unity 
of China, the influence of the Nan- 
king Government and the impos- 
sibility of forcing terms of inequal- 
ity upon the Chinese. Both Sato 
and Kawagoe are said to have been 
themselves in close agreement. 

The new China policy evolved at 
the three-party conference repre- 
sents a compromise between the 
view publicly expressed by Sato in 
the Diet in favor of making a clean 
start in adjusting Japan’s relations 
with China on a basis of equality 
and reciprocity, and the military 
view opposing any _ sacrifice of 
Japan’s so-called “special interests” 
in North China. 

Sato’s hand is seen clearly in the 
decision to approach minor eco- 
nomic questions first, while allow- 
ing major questions to bide their 
time. This is in direct conflict with 
the Chinese viewpoint that the set- 
tlement of major political issues 
must precede the development of 
the economic ties between the twu 
countries. 

Summary of Policy. 

Japanese newspapers summarize 
Japan’s new China policy in six 
points, as follows: 

1. Japan must recognize that the 
Nanking Government’s power in 
China is growing and that Chiang 
Kai-shek and the so-called middle 
strata of Chinese military men are 
working for national unity. 

2. Japan wil) closley guard 
against a possible rapproachement 
between the Nanking Government 
and the Chinese Communists and 
against any efforts to disturb the 
peace of North China. 

3. Negotiations for adjustment of 
Chinese-Japdnese relations. shall 
be resumed as soon as possible. 
Japan will start with a clean slate, 
not being influenced by past events, 
and especially by the abortive ne- 
gotiations of last year. 
4. Minor economic questions shall 
be taken up first in order to pave 
the way for more complicated po- 
litical problems. The lowering of 
tariffs on certain Japanese goods 
will be urged. 

Advice to China. 
5. Japan will advise China to re- 
frain from raising such politica] 
problems as the abolition of the 
East Hopei autonomous govern- 
ment or consolidation of Nanking’s 
administrative power in North 
China, repeatedly urged by the 
Chinese. 
6. Japan will co-operate with 
China against any nation attempt- 
ing to take advantage of China and 
against any attempt to place China 
under international control. At 
the same time Japan will avoid fric- 
tion with other Powers interested in 
China. 
Suggestions have been made to 
the Japanese Government by Takeo 
Kato, president of the Bank of 
Korea, for promoting Japanese 
trade with China. Kato has pro- 
posed that the Japanese Govern- 
ment compensate Japanese firms 


WITNESS ATTACKS ‘HOGGING 
OF CORPORATION FUNDS 


Man Who Wanted Schwab Retired 
Urges Fixing of Maximum 
Salaries to Be Paid Officers.

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Lee B. 
Coshland of New York, a minority 
stockholder in “probably 25” large 
concerns, told a Senate committee 
today there should be a law to pre- 
vent “hogging of funds by corpora- 
tion officers.” 

Testifying on the Federal incor- 
poration bill of Senator O’Mahoney 
of Wyoming, Coshland proposed a 
maximum salary of $250,000 for any 
such officer, with a limit of $25,000 
when a concern was “in the red.”

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MOLLY LAMONT .. . 


HOLLYWOOD, May 12. 
OLLYWOOD likes to believe— 
and no one has had substantial 
reason for disputing the theory 
—that nothing much more than 
money is necessary to be a dicta- 
tor. It long has been legend, in the 
city of gilt guilt, that any producer 
well supplied with blank checks 
could pick up a nobody, build him 
into a star, and make the public 
like it, 


That has been a guiding principle 
since the motion picture industry 
was introduced to the powers of 
propaganda and publicity. The pub- 
lic has seen many a person—with 
no better recommendation than 
pulchritude or a measure of fame 
in some unrelated field—scale the 
starry heights at the instance of an 
ambitious producer in need of new 
talent. But Hollywood, it may as 
well confess, has been deluding it- 
self in believing too strongly in 
this power it thought it had. The 
public is still king. 


The documentary evidence is pro- 
vided by a half dozen of the leading 
producers. Not quite two years ago 
these men confided to this writer 
that they intended to develop 50 
new stars within a year to feed 
what they perceived to be an audi- 
ence appetite for a change of 
names. They listed the performers 
whom they intended to make into 
stellar material. Let’s look over the 
score card. 

Carl Laemmle at that time still 
was head of the Universal Studios 
which he had built up from a piece 
of North Hollywood desert. He was 
one of the biggest men in Holly- 
wood; presumably he could make 
stars if any one could. 

“We hope to bring siX big names 
into the limelight this year,” 
Laemmle said in 1935. “A big 
enough story will make its leading 
players immediately, provided they 
have what their audiences want. We 
are bringing from London Marta 
Eggerth, operatic singer, whose 


name means little to film audiences

here. We will start her in popular 
American singing roles, and then 
lead her into operatic roles, in 
which she will be billed as the star.”

Schumann-Heink, 
who played her first cinema role at 
74, and won new acclaim until her 
death; Maria Gambarelli and Vi- 
cente Escudero, a Spanish dancer.

idea in the spring of 1935. Simul- 
taneously they determined to bring 
new faces into the galaxy, and they 
set out to sign everybody who 
looked like a potential star for one 
reason or another. 

The important consideration is 
that all these candidates for. fame, 
however noted in their own fields, 
were not motion picture box-office 
names. To the films, therefore, Lily 
Pons and the unknown Molly La- 
mont were equal risks. But in all 
these cases the producers were gat- 
isfied that they could not miss; that 
their proteges would be next year's 
stars. Of the 50 persons they signed 
with this self-assurance six or eight 
may be considered top flight now. 

This certainly is no support for 
the Hollywood maxim that money 
well spent can make a film career 
successful. But the industry . still 
talks of making stars with “million- 
dollar” publicity campaigns. And 
even the moral in the story of Anna 
Sten has failed to stem the prac- 
tice. Miss Sten’s cinematic coming- 
out party cost Samuel Goldwyn 
nearly a half million dollars, and 
the producer very nearly staked his 
professional reputation on her star- 
dom. It didn’t work, and the mas- 
ter of her destiny had to eat his 
words about how great he was go- 
ing to make her.

There may be some excuse for 
supposing, in view of all this, that 
the best thing that can befall an 
ambitious screen player is an oppor- 
tunity to grow to stardom natural- 
ly.

Henry Fonda and Margaret Sul- 
lavan, after carving a rather inter- 
locking career of some note on the 
stage, essayed the films, and built 
solid stardom on a pyramid of hand- 
some portrayals. Theirs was no hasty 
soaring to the stars, and the result 
is that their now divided glory 
seems to be enduring—at least, as 
much as may be expected in the 
transitory film industry. 

Burgess Meredith and Margo, by 
coinéidence, followed the same path, 
and both are now entrenched. 
Eleanor Powell and Ray Bolger 
hoofed their separate ways into 
screen prominence (Miss Powell, so 
they say, with the aid of a singing 
voice borrowed for the sound track 
from an established vocalist). Errol 
Flynn worked for his stardom.

VEN Deanna Durbin, the child 

who broke into the top film 

ranks suddenly, served an ap- 
prenticeship in the entertainment 
world with that other Eddie Cantor 
protege, Bobby Breen, before she 
was permitted to try her starring 
wings. 

Against these, and the many 
others who plodded toward screen 
success instead of leaping into it 
on a high-pressure promotion cam- 
paign, there is the opposite group: 
Robert Taylor, Simone Simon, Son- 
ja Heinie, pretty soon Marjorie Ges- 
tring, the swimmer, and others. 
(Twentieth Century-Fox, under the 
impetuous Darryl F. Zanuck, is re- 
sponsible for most of these new 
names thrust suddenly on the screen 
titles.) All these were made stars 
deliberately, because their sponsors 
had faith in their personality pri- 
marily, and their learning to act 
secondarily. It might be interesting 
to select one from each group—Tay- 
lor and Fonda, perhaps—and ob- 
serve five years from now which 
was the leading player. 

The story of that same Molly La- 
Mont ought to be pasted on the 
wall beside every star-maker in 
Hollywood. There is something un- 
fair in it to both Miss Lamont and 
the public. 

In 1935 she was among the better 
known British film players. She 
had made several photoplays 
abroad, including finally an excel- 
lent Irish picture in which her tal- 
ents shone. That was her misfor- 
tune; Hollywood saw her portrayal, 
and what Hollywood wants it gets. 
R-K-O signed her to a long con 
tract (a long contract in the West 
means a long series of short op- 
tions, a chain which the studio may 
break at will). Miss Lamont 
reached Hollywood that summer in 
a glare of publicity and with every 
reason to suppose that she was 
about to repeat her British | tri- 
umphs in the far more profitable 
American market. 

What happened? Perhaps a 
change of studio administration, or 
a realization that she had British 
appeal, not American. Both these 
exigencies have ni®ped many a 
budding career. Anyway, Miss La- 
mont is recorded as having played 
but one fair part for R-K-O, one 
role for Warner Brothers, a few 
lesser roles, and since then nothing. 
Currently R-K-O reports her “very 
good material,” but out of a con- 
tract. 

That is the story of Molly La- 
mont, That is the story, too, of 
many other meteors that are slated 
to become stars—almost.

Shortage Is in Women With Qualifications Rather Than in Openings, Is Consensus of Conference 
' of Vocational Guidance and Leisure Time Activities Groups 
— Specialization Is Suggested.

O, Mary, you didn’t get the job. And 
Qnow you're discouraged. You're bégin- 

ning to suspect that it’s a cruel world. 
Your last job blew up after only a couple 
of weeks and since then you've been 
wearing out shoeleather making the 
rounds. Now this fresh disappointment— 
hearing for the fiftieth time “We'll place 
your application on file’—has taken the 
starch right out of your nice white shirt- 
waist. 

“I can’t understand it,” you say, “Luck’s 
just against me that’s all.”

Besides efficiency, Mrs. Lee outlined 
other virtues which any working girl 
must bring to her job. And to make the 
outline more easily remembered, she put 
it in the form of an acrostic. Here it is: 

“P—oise 
E—nthusiasm 
R—efinement 
S—elf-confidence 
O—ptimism 
N—aturalness 
A—ttractiveness 
L—oyalty 
I—nitiative 
T—act 
Y—OU.” 3 

“Put them all together and they spell 
‘YOU,’ and if YOU have all these quali- 
ties, you'll get your job and hold it,” in- 
sisted Mrs. Lee. 

Other angles of job-hunting and hold- 
ing were discussed by Georgia Wittich, 
training director of Stix, Baer & Fuller; 
Edith A. McKelvey, supervisor of indus- 
trial girls at Hadley Vocational School, 
and Dr. Florence Schaper, professor of 
sociology and economics at Lindenwood 
College. 

“Just as much as a salesman who wags 


\vacuum sweepers from door to door, you 


must be a good salesman when you set 
out on a job hunt,” said Miss Wittich, 
speaking from her experience in depart- 
ment store employment work. “And when 
you apply for a job, you’ve got to have 
something definite to sell. It may be a 
particular interest in meckwear that 
would fit you into the neckwear depart- 
ment, or it might be an idea that you 
think you would like to go into the lug- 
gage department because you have made 
a hobby of studying and working with 
leather. But whether you’ve set your 
heart on becoming a salesgirl in a de- 
partment store, or whether you want to 
be a stewardess on an airliner, you’ve 
got to give the employer a definite and 


specific picture of what you can do; why 
you think you would fit the job and per- 
haps, even, why you chose that particular 
concern. If you haven’t any reason for 
wanting to work for a particujar concern, 
make one up, but make it convincing. 
A little fibbing doesn’t hurt at a time 
like this.” 

Among. other things which Miss Wit- 
tich emphasized as necessary in the 
makeup of any business girl, was accu- 
racy, and she pointed out that the best 
salesgirl in the world was of doubtful 
value to a department store if she were 
inaccurate in making out the saleschecks. 

“You won't believe this,” she warned. 
“But when a mistake is made in a sales- 
check, there are 21 processes to be gone 
through before the mistake is rectified, 
and for the error made by one person, it 
takes 21 people to correct it.” 

From observations made in her work 
at Hadley Vocational School, Edith A. 
McKelvey suggested that there is no time 
like the present to check up on yourself 
as part of the preparation for that job 
you hope someday to hold. You can’t, 
she pointed out, make a habit during 
your schooldays of taking time out for 
the funerals of assorted, and probably 
imaginary, relatives, of taking the day 
off whenever you happen to feel like it, 
and still expect to bring the virtue of 
regularity to your new job. Miss Mc- 
Kelvey also warned that your appearance 
tells whether you are lazy or enthusias- 
tic, and whether you are a neat, precise 
worker or a slap-dash, get-through-this- 
as-best-you-can sort of person who would 
be a liability instead of an asset to any 
employer.

not spend most of the time on their 
bird walks in referring to blue jays 
as cyanocitta cristata, arguing as 
to whether the last note in the 
towhee’s song is liquid. sibilant or 
fricative, lecturing on how there 
would be no agriculture if there 
were no birds, or preaching on 
how the troubled soul can be re- 
stored by the exquisitely sweet ca- 
dences of the hermit thrush heard 
at dawn in some dim, bosky dell. 
The amateur vor visitor falling in 
with a group of birders so profici- 
ent that they have no difficulty in 
distinguishing a Carolina chickadee 
from a black-capped chicadee will 
generally find his interest aroused 
and his imagination piqued if he 
keeps his ears open. For instance: 
Most owls can see in the day- 
light. The wood duck is the 
most brightly colored and beauti- 
ful duck in the world. Among birds 
of prey, the females are _ larger 
than the male. Yellow warblers, 
commonly miscalled “wild cana- 
ries,” live mainly on insects and 
have bills unsuitable for cracking 
seeds, which 1s why the “wild cana- 
ries” die when people who catch 
and cage them provide a seed diet. 
The lower forms of bird, such as 
the quail, are hatched out with a 
coat of down and wings nearly 
feathered while the higher forms, 
such as crows and thrushes, come 
out of the egg practically naked.

CARLET fever, within the last 

20 years, has been becoming 

milder and less frequent. Dis- 
ease has a way of doing that, of 
running in cycles. This year, how- 
ever, there has been a distinct in- 
crease in the number of cases re- 
ported practically all over the coun- 
try, although it is still mild. 

A number of years ago a serium 
both for prevention and treatment 
was announced. At that time this 
department was not willing to in- 
dorse this because it did not appear 
to work out in practice successful- 
ly. Within the last three or four 
years, however, steady work has 
been done on improving this vac- 
cine, and we are now prepared to 
revise our opinion concerning it. 


The prevention of scarlet fever 
is accompanied by the use of a vac- 
cine which is put up in five doses, 
to be given about a week apart. The 
doses are of increasing strength. 
There is one drawback to this treat- 
ment, which is that sometimes the 
antitoxin causes reactions. These 
may be largely avoided, however, 
because they occur usually at about 
the third dose and this dose may be 
split up and half of it given, two 
or three days apart. The same 
thing is frequently done with the 
fourth and fifth doses, so that as 
a matter of fact, eight doses are 
given by many physicians and reac- 
tions are very largely avoided. 

It appears to be effective in about 
90 per cent of cases, and the immu- 
nization is partially completed very 
rapidly, approximately at the third 
dose.
